THE STANDARD YARDSTICK. 


Tears of Study nud Experiments 


Were Xecc8»ary to Produce It. 


"People wlio handle tbe yardstick 


have but little idea of the years of 
study and experiments that were nec- 
essary to secure tho standard yard 
measure," observed an official of the 
coast survey. 


"Bird, a famous scientist, made the 


first standard yard in 1700, but tho 
English government did not legalize it 
Until 
1824. Ten 
years 
afterward, 


When the house of parliament In Lon- 
don was destroyed by fire, the stand- 
ard yard was lost, and England was 
again -without 
a 
standard yard of 


length. 
Sheepshanks next made a 


standard measure, which the English 
government adopted, and, so that it 
could not be again destroyed by 
fire, four authorized copies were made 
of it. One of these was deposited in 
the roj'al mint, another in the Royal j 
society, another in the observatory at 
Greenwich, aud the fourth was im- 
bedded in the walls of the new house 
of parliament. 


"The standard yard measures which 


are owned by the government are cop- 
ies of the original, one of which is 
owned by the coast survey. The Unit- 
ed States naval observatory has one 
also. The delicacy of its construction 
may be gathered by the fact that a 
change of temperature of 
one-hun- 


dredth of a degree of Fahrenheit has 
been found to produce a sensible effect 
en the length of the bar. 


"The copies of tho standard are 


made of bronze, for the reason that 
bronze Is less affected by temperature 
than any distinct or single metal. 


"The cost of the construction of the 


original standard yard measure in- 
volved tho labors of Bird and his as- 
sistants for nearly sis years. Sheeps- 
banks was 11 years iu producing the 
accurate copies which ho made from 
Bird's original measurements."—Wash- 
ington .Star.

AT.T1TMJJS OF WASHOE LAKK. 


2S"ot tho Source of 
Comstock Mines 


, _ 
Subterranean luflow. 


It ia pro'oabla that a majority o 


Comstock residents are unaware thai 
the elevatijm of Washoe lake above sea 
level is nearly 600 feet higher than tbe 
mouth of the Sutro tunnel. The as 
sumption that the flooding of the 
lower levels of Comsr,ock mines is due 
to the subterranean outflow from that 
body of water is therefore untenable, 
for if that theory is correct it would 
necessarily follow that the point ol 
tho subterranean outflow, which would 
naturally be over the bedrock, would 
be-more than 1,000 feet below the snr 
fdce of tho lake anc) would enter the 
underground workings of ths lode 
above tbo Sutro tunuel level, whereas 
tho greatest inflow of water in the 
mines is 200 feet or more b°low the 
tauuel level, and the source of the in- 
flow is evidently far below that depth.
